They come in many forms|
and sizes and are administer-|
ed for varying purposes. Some
are intended solely to diag-
nose learning problems,
while others are to measure
the student’s achievement —
either as a guide to future in-
struction or as a device for|

® Keep a schedule of what
you've covered since the last
test. Then you'll understand
what material you're expect-
ed to know for the next one.
o Review regularly. If you
don't, it may be too late, Be-
sides, research shows that
learning is much more effici-
ent when a student constant-
ly reviews that material he's
studied. Ask yourself ques-
tions as you skim material
already studied. Try to relate
each part of the study as a
whole, List important facts.
If you wait to ecram for an
exam, you may get mixed up
on the material you already
know and lose the rest and

o Short Answer Tests: Give
the specific answer asked for.

e Essay Tests: It's best to|
make a brief outline on
scratch paper to make sure
that when you're writing the!
